3. In claim 8, the limitation "the schedule server operable to provide one or more 
samples of the rendered frames for the render job to the client prior to completion of the 
render job" is a new limitation and was not previously considered. 

4. In claim 14, the limitation "wherein the local rendering system is operable to 
provide one or more samples of the rendered frames for the render job to the client prior 
to completion of the render job" is a new limitation and was not previously considered. 

5. In claim 20, the limitation "providing one or more samples of the rendered frames 
for the render job to the client prior to the completion of the render job" is a new 
limitation and was not previously considered. 

6. With regard to Applicants assertion that the finality of the Office action of 
2/2/2005 was improper since "No amendments to the claims were made to force the 
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Examiner to now use the Cajolet and Smith, et al. patents where they could not have 
been used in the previous Office action", the Examiner respectfully disagrees.
